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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicants election with traverse of claims 1-18 in the reply filed on 10/30/06 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the method claims describes the 
use of a hand-held and manually operable apparatus. This is not found persuasive 
because a method is independent from an apparatus used to practice the method in 
which a method can be practiced by different apparatus. Therefore, a method as 
claimed can has a technical feature (practiced with a different automatically operable 
apparatus) that is not shared by the claimed apparatus. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-18 are allowed because prior art doesn't teach or suggest a correlation 
system having programming means comprising a hand-held configuration and manually 
operable by a user to transmit correlation signals to said controlled apparatus and to 
said controlling apparatus; and said controlled apparatus and said controlling apparatus 
each having sensing means responsive to said correlation signals for effecting said 
control relationship between said controlled apparatus and said controlling apparatus.
